The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide additional facts and information regarding the 
circumstances алд events of the incident. 


On the indicated date while working as unit 51/Days, | responded to an assistance request due to a deputy 
involved shooting. Upon arriving at the location, | saw that unit 52T1 (Deputy Ародаса К. had parked 
his patrol vehicle (5D7162) in the westbound lanes of Las Tunas Drive just east of the station. The vehicle was 
facing south and he was utilizing it as cover. | parked my vehicle next to him in the number two lane of 
westbound Las Tunas Drive facing west. 1 deployed my department AR-15 rifle and we took a containment spot 
just east ofthe front parking lot utilizing our vehicles as cover. We then learned through the radio traffic and 
communications with Aero Bureau who was orbiting over the parking lot, that the suspect had barricaded himself 
inside a Chevy SUV license CAEN г the parking lot.

arrived shortly thereafter and assisted us in covering the east part of the containment. Sergeant Martinez E. 

Y Detective Cabrera, Detective Rivera, along with unit 58 (Deputy 
Jackson В. WWW о med a team to evacuate the parking lot. The team approached from the east side of the 
parking lot. Deputy Jackson drove his vehicle (SH6031) westbound along the south curb of Las Tunas Drive

their team along with two armored vehicle to form an arrest team for the suspect. They drove the 

armored vehicles into the parking lot. They deployed one (1) flashbang device. They also fired two (2) 40mm 
rounds. They found no response and approached the 2005 Chevy Trailblazer the suspect occupied. When they 
contacted the suspect the team found that he had a gunshot wound to his head which appeared to be from a 
shotgun. Special Enforcement Bureau paramedic Doucette 5. BE nd Cheshier, C onounced the 
suspect deceased at 0818 hours. 


They left their armored vehicles and exited the parking lot on foot so the crime scene could be preserved. 
Unit 5583 (Deputy Silva O WWW taped off the scene and initiated a major incident log establishing a crime 
scene at 0829 hours.

The purpose of this supplementary report is to provide active additional information regarding the actions 
taken by members of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department, Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB), 

during an active shooter situation at Temple City Sheriff's Station. While at SEB, the desk Першу notified 
Тап Team, Team Lender Sergeant Brown | that radio traffic was being broadcasted about an active 
shooter. Temple City Sheriff's Deputies broadcasted that a male armed with a rifle was shooting at the 
station. Based un the information received, Sergeant Brown notified the Tan Team members who immediately 


responded to the track area at SEB. Sergeant Brown, and Deputies Longan Pokomy Toone 
Munoz # Leon ЕЕЕ with ESb Paramedics Hernandez # Chesier Moss 
and Doucette were transpor-ed via Air 5 Rescue helicopter to the scene. Additional SEB 


personnel responded in armored vehicles and their issued Sheriff's Tahoe's. 


As SEB Tan Team members arrived, we were informed һу a Temple station Sheriff's Deputy that a suspect 
armed himself with a rifle while in the Temple City Sheriff's Station parking lot. When Deputies confronted 
the suspect, a Deputy involved shooting occurred. Deputy personnel had the area contained, while it appeared 
the Suspect was barricaded in the back seat of a blue Chevy SUV, armed with an unknown type of rifle. 
Deputies involved in the shooting were unsure if the suspect was hit by their gunfire and informed us that the 
suspect remained lying in the same back seat position, with a long gun on him for several minutes with no 
inevement, 


Not knowing if the suspect was injured from the shooting or waiting to shoot again, Deputies Longan, 
Pokomy, Toone, Sergeant Brown and ESD Paramedics, Cheshier, Moss and Doucette entered an SEB, 


armored rescue vehicle (ARV) and approached the suspect’s SUV. The team needed to get a closer look at the 
suspect to determine if he was still a threat or needed medical attention.

While SEB Deputies remained inside the armored vehicle, Deputy Leon drove the ARV into the parking stell 
directly next to the Suspect's vehicle (passenger side). The back passenger doors windows had been shattered 
and we could clearly see the suspect lying across the back seat, on Піз back, with one foot resting on the rear 
passenger door window sill. We could not gel a clear view of the Suspect's head because it was under clothing 
and what appeared to be police issued tactical vest, labeled “SWAT” оп one side. Resting on the suspect's 
torso was a sho! gun with the barrel pointed at his chin. The entire time we examined the Suspect from inside 
the ARV, he was motionless, We believed he was possible injured but could not confirm it from our vantage 
point. 


Deputy Longan instructed Deputy Leon to reposition the ARV so the team could safely exit the rear and make 
an approach to the suspect's vehicle, Prior to exiting the ARV, I threw a sound diversionary device on the 
hood of the suspect's vehicle from the turret to see if he would react to the loud noise, he remained still. After 
deploying the sound diversion device and getting no reaction from the Suspect, the team exited the rear of the 
ARV and decided to make a slow approach toward the passenger side of the suspect's vehicle.

Also in his hands 
was a shot gun, stil! pointed at his chin. Because we could not see any clear injuries or signs that the suspect 
was shot or deccascd from our location, Deputy Francois deployed в 40mm, non-lethal Arwen under the 
direction of Sergeant Brown, The suspect was hit twice in his abdomen area with two rubber tip bullets, he 
made no movements, While still holding the ballistic shield, Г led the team closer to the rear passenger side of 
the Suspect's vehicle, at which time Deputy Pokomy reached around me and recovered the shotgun that was 
on the suspect. Deputy Pokorny handed the shotgun to Deputy Francois who placed the shotgun on the ground 
adjacent to the suspect's vehicle. It should be noted that the shotguns functions (ie: trigger, slide, ejection port, 
were not manipulated in any fashion while removing it from the suspect to placing it on the ground. Once the 
shotgun was secured, ESD Paramedics Moss and Cheshier walked around to the driver side of the vehicle and 
could ses what appeared to be brain matter on the window sill and clothing that was near the suspect's head. 
During further visua! inspection of the suspect, ESD saw he had a large hole under his chin in the same area 
the shot gun barrel was pointed. ESD Paramedics determined the suspect was deceased. 


Do to the nature of the crime, the vehicle was visually inspected by LASD Arson explosive Detectives Corcia 
| EM Acevedo г for any additional threats. The vehicle was determined safe for Sheriff's 
personnel to approach for further investigation. While Arson explosive detectives were inspecting фе vehicle, 
Deputy Pokorny was directed to remove the back windows on the passenger and driver side to give Árson 
detectives access to the rear compartment of the SUV. 


Sergeant Brown determined the Suspect was по longer a threat and notified Temple Station Deputies.

PRELIMINARY INFORMATION: 


On March 20, 2017, Investigators Marc Boisvert and Louie Aguilera were detailed to 
respond to ihe 8838 Las Tunas drive, Temple City {Temple Sheriff's station) to 
investigate the circumstances surrounding the Deputy Involved Shooting of Suspect 
Andrew Lane, MW/03-13-1970. Investigators Marc Boskovich and Donna Cheek were 
designated to assist with documentation of the scene. Investigators Ken Perry and Scott 
Matlock were designated to assist with the interview of civilian witnesses. Investigators 
Steve Blagg and Sergeant Guillermo Morales were designated to assist in the search of 
ihe suspect's apartment and interview civitian witnesses. 
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Upen their arrival, Investigators were briefed by Temple Sheriffs Station Deputy 
Jeremiah Song + Unit 51 Dayshift, on the chain of events that culminated with a 
Deputy Invetved Shooting. 


Investigators learned that Deputy Brian Vance who bad arrived for work at Temple 
Station walked to the front counter area of the station to confirm if any sex registrants 
were awaiting in the froni lobby to register. Deputy Brian Vance assigned duty is to 
ensure personis) who have been convicted of a sexual offense and reside within the 
jurisdictional area of the Temple Sherff's Station register annually with the Sherif's 
station of their current address per California penal Code 290. Deputy Vance 
recognized an individual named Andrew Lane through previous registration contacts. 
Deputy Vance had also been recently contacted by the Los Angeles Police Department 
regarding an ongoing investigation involving Andrew Lane regarding child pornography. 


When Andrew Lane approached the front counter, Deputy Vance requested Lane's 
California drivers license. Lane retrieved his wallet from his back pocket to get his 
identification. Аз Lane had his wallet on the counter, Deputy Vance saw а metal badge 
and several forms of identification's which had the word "SWAT." Deputy Vance asked 
him why he had the identifications. Lane stated the identifications were legitimate and 
legal for him to obtain. Deputy Vance advised Lane as well as other sex registrants in 
the front lobby there would be a short wait before the registration begins 


Deputy Vance utilized a computer terminal inside of the dispatch area of Temple Station 
and checked the status of any outstanding warrants for the arrest of Lane. The check 
revealed an outstanding forty thousand dollar warrant regarding child pornography. 


Deputy Vance walked to the Tempie Station briefing room where the JB hours pre- 
shift briefing was being conducted. He advised the deputies o: the outstanding warrant 
issued for Lane. He also notifica the deputies about the SWAT identifications ne had 
seen in Lane's wallet and wamed about the possibility of Lane possessing a firearm. 
After hearing this, Deputies Inthavong, Botten, Shue and Sergeant Long walked to the 
iront counter area to contact Lane. Upon arrival, they saw Lane was standing directly 
outside the Lobby area leaning up against a wall. Upon noticing their presence, Lane 
immediately fled. The deputies gave chase to Lane, who ran to the passenger side of 
his 2005 Blue Chevy Trailblazer, and entered the rear passenger door. Lane armed 
himself with a shotgun, and as he was manipulating it towards the deputies, a deputy 
involved shooting occurred.

During the interview, һә received а phone call from his wife and asked him to come 
home right away. When he arrived at the house, Andrew Lanes ex-wife 

was at his house and told him something had happened to Andrew. He did not know 
how vas notified of the incident. 


Arthur told investigators he last saw Andrew the day prior in ihe afternoon. Andrew had 
come over MEM house and they were working on paperwork for an EMT job Andrew 
was trying to gel. He wasn't sure of any weapons that Andrew possessed. He was 
aware of Andrew being a very good marksman. He also advised Investigators about 
Andrew being employed previously as a bounty hunter. 


He stated Andrew had tactical training, and spent a year in Haiti tor a protection group. 
He stated Andrew is a and in the past used EN Investigators 
notified Arlhur regarding the altercation resulting in the death of Suspect Lane.

INTERVIEW ОЕ DEPUTY BRIAN VANCE: 


On March 20, 2017, at approximately 1325 hours, Investigators Aguilera and Boisvert 
interviewed Deputy Brian Vance at Temple Sheriff Station Also present during the 
interview was Attomey Sherry Lawrence representing Deputy Vance. The interview 
was audio recordad, and the following is à summary of the interview: 


Deputy Vance was assigned to Temple Station Patrol working as the 290 registrant (sex 
registrant) deputy on Day Shift tron ЖЕНЕ hours to hours. He was wearing blue 
jeans, a grey shirt, brown jacket and brown boots. His duties include checking in with 
person(s) convicted of a sex related crime at the front lobby of Temple Sheriff's Station. 


Deputy Vance normally wears a class А uniform while working the front desk. On the 
day of the incident he arrived late to work and went directly to the counter to make 
contact with the sex registrants in the lobby with the intention of getting their information 
and advising them of the wait time. After advising the occupants in the lobby of this, he 
was going to go change into his uniform Deputy Vance contacted them to let thern 
know he was there and identified himself as a Deputy Sheriff. The registrants came to 
the counter and identified themselves. It should be noted Deputy Vance has had prior 
contacts with the sex registrant individuals due to their annual registration. 


Deputy Vance had several registrants come to the counter. He immediately recognized 
Andrew Lane once he approached the front counter from prior contacts. Deputy Vance 
stated Andrew Lane was wearing a black cowboy hat and jeans. He was also aware 
investigators with the Los Angeles Police Department had issued a warrant for Andrew 
Lane for a lewd act with a child violation. Deputy Vance had been previously contacted 
by the investigators regarding this outstanding warrant. 


Deputy Vance contacted Andrew Lane and asked for his identification and registration 
receipt. Lane complied and retrieved his wallet from his back pocket. When he did this 
he dropped his wail on the lobby counter, Deputy Vance was able to see two "SWAF 
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identifications in the name of "Andrew Lane." Deputy Vance questioned Lane about the 
identification. Lane stated he was a security officer and was able to carry tha 
identification. Deputy Vance also saw a metal badge that appeared similar to an 
L.A.P.D badge. After Deputy Vance was done speaking to Lane he went to a computer 
terminal and confirmed that Lane had an outstanding warrant. Deputy Vance attempted 
to contact Los Angeles police officers regarding Lane being present in the front lobby. 
Deputy Vance stated the warrant was a forty-thousand-dollar felony outstanding 
warrant, 


Deputy Vance contacted deputies who were attending the moming briefing before 
starting their shift on patrol. Deputy Vance briefed several deputies regarding Lane 
having an outstanding felony warrant and being a sex registrant. Deputy Vance also 
advised deputies about the SWAT badge and stated Lane could possibly be armed. 
Deputy Vance was also aware of Lane recently returning from Wyoming. This was 
alarming to Deputy Vance because he is aware of gun laws in Wyoming. 


Deputy Vance stated Deputy Shue, Deputy Inthavong, and Sergeant Long began 
walking towards the front counter to contact Lane. Deputy Botten also assisted. Deputy 
Vance stated he only went with them to help make a positive identification of Lane. 
Deputy Vance stated when he went outside to help identify Lane he noticed Lane was 
now standing outside the front door. When the uniformed deputies went to contact 
Lane, he saw Lane (аке his cowboy hat off and start running towards a blue trailblazer 
parked in the station's front lot. 


Deputy Vance remained by the front door and saw Lane run towards the passenger 
side of the blue trailblazer. He saw Deputy Inthavong running after Lane. Deputy Vance 
heard Deputy Inthavong shout "he's reaching for something." Deputy Vance heard 
Sergeant Long yell "shoot, shoot” Deputy Inthavong and Botten began shooting. 
Deputy Vance retrieved his department firearm and ran behind a tree in the front 
parking lot to get cover. Vance noticed that there were civilian workers in the 
parking lot area. He began giving orders to the civilian workers to run towards him and 
to go into the front lobby. Deputy Vance saw Sergeant Long and Deputy Botlen take 
cover nexl to a vehicle directly to the east of the trailblazer where Lane entered. He 
noticed Deputy Shue was also to the east of the traliblazer taking cover on the walkway 
entrance behind a small wall. 


Deputy Vance heard a gunshot and saw glass and debris shatter frorn the driver's side 
of the trailblazer and thought Lane was shooting towards those three deputies. Deputy 
Vance immediately fired 3 to 4 rounds from his department firearm towards the 
trailblazer to prevent Lane from firing any more rounds towards the three deputies who 
were on the driver side area where the gunshot had come from, Deputy Vance was not 
aware of the type of firearm which Lane had armed himself with. After deputy Vance 
fired he did not see any more gunshots from within the trailblazer and did not fire again. 
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Deputy Vance heard deputies giving Lane verbal commands to put his hands up. He 
saw a marked black-and-white Sheriff's vehicle drive into the parking lot with the use of 
a protective shield to help Deputy Inthavong and himself exit the parking lot safely. 
Deputy Vance was then escorted into Temple Station. 


Deputy Vance's firearm was a Department approved Smith & Wesson, M&P, 9mm 
semi-automatic handgun, serial number MRF4240. There was one round in the 
chamber and thirteen rounds in the magazine for a total of fourteen rounds. Deputy 
Vance stated he routinely carries his weapon with seventeen rounds in the magazine 
and one in the chamber for а total of eighteen rounds. Deputy Vance stated he was 
utilizing an in the pants holster for the firearm. 


The interview was concluded ai approximately 1555 hours 
INTERVIEW OF DEPUTY SCOTT INTHAVONG: 


Оп March 20, 2017, at approximately 1416 hours, Investigators Aguilera and Boisvert 
interviewed Deputy Scott Inthavong at Temple Sheriffs Station. Also present during the 
interview was Attorney Sherry Lawrence representing Deputy Inthavong. The interview 
was audio recorded, and the following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Inthavong was assigned to Temple Station patrol working Unit 55D on day shift 
from сг to ll hours. He was wearing his tan and green class A uniform, 
complete with Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department patches, and his metal badge 
on his chest. 


Deputy Inihavong stated he was in Ihe station briefing room when һә was notified by 
Deputy Vance of a suspect in the front lobby with an outstanding felony warrant. He 
volunteered to arrest the suspect for ine felony warrant. Deputy Inthavong along with 
Deputy Shue. Botten and Sergeant Long walked towards the front lobby to arrest 
suspect Lane. Deputy Vance provided a description of the suspect to the deputies and 
warned them he might possibly be armed. The deputies walked out of the station and 
into the front lobby and did not see the suspect. 


The deputies saw the suspect outside the entrance door to the lobby by the Sheriff's 
star logo which is directly outside the front door. Deputy Inthavong approached the 
suspect. He asked the suspect if he was Mr. Lane. Lane asked what everything was 
about and began backing up. Lane then began running towards his blue trailblazer in а 
north-west direction. Intnavong gave chase to the suspect The suspect took his 
cowboy hat off and threw it at the deputies as he was running away. Inthavong noticed 
the suspect's vehicle was backed in with the front of the vehicle facing southbound. The 
suspect ran to the passenger side rear door and entered the vehicle. 
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Inihavong again gave verbal commands to the suspect to “show him his hands," 
Inthavong noticed the suspect was reaching for something. He advised assisting 
deputies that the suspect was reaching for something. At this point Inthavong was 
positioned directly in front of the rear passenger door, and could still see the suspect 
tumbling with something. Inthavong had his firearm out and stayed at his position giving 
verbal commands to the suspect. Inthavong heard “gun,” then heard Sergeant Long yell 
"shoot, shoot, shoot." Inthavong began firing his department issued firearm towards the 
suspect. Inthavong backed up and shot another round in order to get cover. Deputy 
Inthavong was concerned about his safety and the safety of assisting deputies, 


Inthavong positioned himself to the west of the suspect vehicle behind a vehicle thai 
was parked to the west of the suspect vehicle. He stated during the entire time he was 
shooting the suspect was still moving. Inthavong was aware of Deputy Botten being 
positioned by the driver's side of the vehicle. Inthavong removed his magazine once he 
was in a position of cover and reloaded. Inthavong stated Ihe position he was in caused 
him to have nowhere to move. 


As |nthavong was behind the truck he heard one shot from the suspect Inthavong 
described the shot as a rifle round. Deputies used a black-and-white radio car and a 
protective shield to assist him with to safely exit the parking lot area where he was 
positioned. 


Deputy Inthavong's firearm was a Department approved Berretta, 92Ғ5, 9mm semi- 
automatic handgun, serial number BER483732 with a Surefire tactical light. There was 
one round in the chamber and seventeen rounds in the magazine for a total of eighteen 
rounds. Deputy Inthavong stated he routinely carries his weapon with seventeen 
rounds in the magazine and one in the chamber for a total of eighteen rounds. 


The interview was conctuded at 1433 hours. 
INTERVIEW OF DEPUTY NATHAN BOTTEN: 


On March 20, 2017, ai approximately 1450 hours, Investigators Aguilera and Boisvert 
interviewed Deputy Naihan Botten at Temple Sheriff's Station. Also present during the 
interview was Attorney Sheny Lawrence representing Deputy Botten. The interview 
was audio recorded, and the following is & summary of the interview: 


Deputy Botten was assigned io Temple Station patrol working Unit 55E on early 
morning shift тот hours to MM hours. He was wearing his tan and green class 
A uniform, complete with Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department patches, and his 
metal badge on his chest. He had just ended his shift and was entering the station. 


Deputy Botien stated he was in the watch sergeants office when he saw Deputy 
Infhavong speaking with Deputy Vance regarding a suspect who had a felony warrant. 
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Deputy Botten was aware the suspect could possibly be armed because of the SWAT 
badge. Deputy Botten assisted the deputies to contact and arrest the suspect regarding 
the felony warrant. 


As he walked into the lobby, he saw the suspect standing outside leaning against the 
iront entrance wall. When the suspect saw the deputies approach him, the suspect 
tensed up and asked, "What's going on?" Deputy Inthavong told the suspect to turn 
around and place his hands behind his back at which time the suspect stepped away 
and immediately ran away. The suspect ran towards the north west area of the parking 
lot. The suspect took his hat off and threw it at Deputy Inthavong. 


He saw the suspect run towards a blue Chevy SUV vehicle. Deputy Botten saw the 
suspect enter the back seat of the vehicle, and this concerned him. Deputy Botten 
approached the driver side door of the vehicle and open the driver's door. He positioned 
himself between the driver's side door and drivers seat, He saw Deputy Inthavong 
approach the passenger side of the vehicle, and Sergeant Long positioned himself 
directly behind Botten. Deputy Botten had his firearm drawn and was giving the suspect 
commands. He saw the suspect reaching for something in the backseat. He saw the 
Stock of what he described as possibly being a rifle or a shotgun. At this time the barrel 
was facing east. 


Deputy Inthavong began shouting. "he's reaching for something." He then heard 
gunshots coming from the passenger side of the vehicle. He shut the door and began 
backing away as he viewed the suspect through the front windshield. He saw the barrel 
of a long gun moving back and forth between the front driver and passenger seat. He 
saw the suspect looking at him and saw the suspect lift the gun as if he was going to 
use it against the deputies. Deputy Botten fearing for his safety and the safety of the 
deputies next to him fired three rounds at the suspect through the windshield. 


Deputy Botten saw the suspect was still manipulating the firearm at which time he fired 
three more rounds. Deputy Botten and Sergeant Long moved away from the suspect 
vehicle and went next to the driver's side engine block area of a white vehicle directly 
east of the suspect vehicle to get cover. He was concerned for Deputy Inthavong, and 
began communicating with Deputy Inthavong by yelling towards him. Ав he was 
positioned behind the vehicle he saw the suspect fire out of the driver side rear window. 


Deputy Botten felt the glass hit him in the face. and the bullet go by him. He thought the 
suspect was shooting at him. At this time Deputy Botten did a tactical reload of his 
firearm and placed the magazine from his weapon in his front left pocket. A Los Angeles 
County Sheriffs helicopter arrived overhead and began giving commands to the 
suspect. Deputies utilized a marked Sheriff's vehicle and approached the white vehicle 
he was taken cover next to. Deputy Botten utilized a Sheriffs protective shield and 
assisted Deputy Inthavong to exit the parking lot area with no further incident. 
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Deputy Bottens' firearm was a Department approved Berretta, 92FS. Этт semi- 
automatic handgun, serial number BER455614, with a Surefire X300 Tactical light 
attached to the firearm. There was one round in the chamber and nine rounds in the 
magazine which was in his right front pocket for a total of ten rounds. There were fifteen 
rounds in the magazine which Deputy Botten removed from his gun. Deputy Botten 
stated he routinely carries his weapon with fifteen rounds in the magazine and one in 
the chamber for a total of sixteen rounds. 


The interview was concluded at 1514 hours. 


INTERVIEW OF SERGEANT JAMES LONG: 


On March 20, 2017, at approximately 1528 hours, Investigators Aguilera and Boisvert 
interviewed Sergeant James Long at Temple Sheriff's Station. Also present during the 
interview was Sergeants Paul Valle from Internal Affairs Bureau, and Attorney Sherry 
Lawrence representing Sergeant Long. The interview was audio recorded, and the 
following is a summary of the interview: 


Sergeant Long was assigned to Temple Station patrol working Unit 505 on day shift 
from ll hours to ll hours. He was wearing his tan and green class A uniform, 
complete with Los Angeles County Sheriff s Department patches, and his metal badge 
on his chest. He was the supervisor who accompanied the deputies to arrest Andrew 
Lane. 


Sergeant Long stated he was doing the | hours briefing. when Deputy Vance came 
into the briefing room and informed deputies regarding a felony warrant of a sex 
registered who was in the front lobby. He had been informed the felony warrant nad 
been issued by L.A.P.D detectives. He was informed of previous surveillance that was 
conducted by L.A.P.D on the suspect. Deputy Vance advised Sergeant Long regarding 
ihe SWAT badge the suspect possessed and the possibility of the suspect being armed 
in the lobby. 


Sergeant Long stated Deputy Scott Inthavong had a tazer for any less than lethal 
option. Deputies Botten, Shue and Vance assisted. He saw the suspect outside the 
door he could see the suspect leaning against the wall. The suspect put his foot on the 
ground and began running. Deputies told him to stop, as the suspect ran in a north 
westerly direction. Sergeant Long felt the suspect was going to run and try to jump the 
wail of the parking lot. Sergeani Long began running out of the parking lot because he 
felt the suspect was going to jump the wall and leave the parking lot. He saw the 
suspect had approached the rear passenger door of a vehicle, 


Sergeant Long approached the vehicie with Deputy Botten, and saw the suspect 
reaching into the vehicle. Sergeant Long found this odd because the suspect was no

longer attempting to flee but was reaching into the vehicle for an unknown object. He 
heard Deputy Inthavong scream or shout something, and heard a targe volley of bullet 
rounds. He could see the suspect moving through the driver's door, and then saw the 
barre! of a long gun in the suspect possession. He told Deputy Botten "shoot, shoot, 
shoot" Sergeant Long was to the right and behind Deputy Botten when he gave his 
command. 


Sergeant Long felt he was in a life or death situation. After Deputy Botten fired several 
rounds, he and Deputy Batten retreated to a white vehicle directly next to the suspect 
vehicle to take cover. While at the white car he did not have a good view of the suspect. 
He was by the trunk side of the vehicle, Deputy Botten was to his righi, and Deputy 
Shue was behind him, all of them facing west towards the suspect. 


Sergeant Long was aware that Deputy Vance was to his south taking cover behind а 
tree. Sergeant Long stated glass shattered around the window level of the vehicle he 
was taking cover behind, The glass was as a result of the suspect firing out the window 
of the passenger side rear window. He stated the window blew out and he believed it to 
have been a shotgun round. He believed the round was a control shot and the pattern of 
fire was over the vehicle where he and deputy Botten were taking cover behind. 


At this time, he believed Deputy Vance shot from his point of advantage but he was not 
sure. He was not sure because he was aware that deputies were also positioned on top 
of the station roof. This would have been the same area where Deputy Vance was 
positioned. After rounds were shot from the suspect vehicle and from the south of where 
he was positioned he stated everything became calm. А Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
helicopter was above and assessing the situation, The Sheriff's helicopter advised him 
the suspect was armed with a firearm. 


Sergeant Long believed the suspect never intended to escape and was going to engage 
in a life or death battle, Sergeant Long was not aware of Deputy Inthavong's position 
and believed he was behind an engine block of the vehicle to the west. A tactical 
decision was made to assist al! personnel to evacuate the parking lot area. After all 
personnel were evacuated, Sheriff's SEB personne! took over the scene. 


The interview was concluded at 1553 hours. 


INTERVIEW OF DEPUTY HENRY SHUE: 

On March 20, 2017, at approximately 1557 hours, Investigators Aguilera and Boisvert 
interviewed Deputy Henry Shue at Temple Sheriff's Station. Also present during the 
interview was Sergeants Paul Valle from Internal Affairs Bureau, and attorney Sherry 
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Lawrence representing Deputy Shus. The interview was audio recorded, and the 
following is à summary of the interview: 


Deputy Shue was assigned to Temple Station patrol working Unit 52D on day shift from 
EN hours to ll hours. не was wearing his tan and green class A uniform, 
complete with Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department patches, and his metal badge 
on his chest. 


While he was in the briefing room he was notified by Deputy Vance regarding а 290 
registrant in the Lobby area with a forty-thousand-dollar warrant. After briefing was over, 
ne along with Deputy Vance, Inthavong, and Sergeant Long proceeded іс the front 
lobby in order to affect an arrest on the suspect. He was the last deputy to enter the 
lobby. Не saw the suspect who was waiting by the exit door of the station. The suspect 
gave the deputies a very surprised expression when the deputies approached him. The 
suspect tried to disengage the deputies as Deputy Inthavong began speaking to the 
suspect. The suspect quickly began running towards the parking lot area. The suspect 
took off his cowboy hat and threw it at Deputy Inthavong as he continued to run. 


The suspect ran towards a blue Chevrolet Trail Blazer and entered the vehicle through 
the rear passenger door. Deputy Shue was positioned behind Sergeant Long and 
Deputy Botten on the east side of the parking lot. He heard someone yell “shoot, shoot, 
shoot." He was not able to recall the distance from him to the suspect's vehicle. Deputy 
Inthavong began shooting into the interior of the Trail Blazer. At this time Deputy Shue 
began looking for a position of cover. He saw several maintenance workers in front of 
the building and began giving verbal commands to leave the area. Deputy Shue then 
took a position of cover on the sidewalk area in front of the station behind a small 
concrete block wall. Deputy Botten and Sergeant Long were still directly in front of him 
in his lina of fire. Deputy Shue stated he never fired any rounds from his firearm 
because of this. He then looked to his left and saw Deputy Vance firing from behind a 
tree in the front of the station towards the Trail Blazer. Deputy Shue began placing radio 
traffic via his handheld radio advising of the situation. 


Deputy Shue followed Sergeant Long and Deputy Botten as they exited the station 
parking lot area and onto the street. 


The interview was concluded at 1612 hours 


DEPUTY УАМСЕ, INTHAVONG AND BOTTENS' ҒІНЕАНМ: 


At the conclusion of Deputy Vance, Inthavong and Bottens' interview, investigators took 
possession of their firearms. Investigators released the firearms to Criminalist Anny Wu 
from the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Crime Lab, Firearm Section.

On Monday. March 20. 2017, Investigators Perry and Matlock were assigned to assist 
Investigators Aguilera and Boisvert in their investigation of attempted murder of a 
deputy and subsequent deputy involved shooting at the Temple Sheriff s Station (B838 
East Las Tunas Drive in the city of Temple). Investigators were priefed by the handling 
unit. Deputy J. Song 5 to the known circumstances at that time. 


Deputy Song told Investigators, the Suspect had come to the Temple Sheriffs Station 
for his yearly 290 P.C. registration. When detectives and deputies at the station 
attempted to arrest the Suspect for an outstanding warrant, the Suspect ran to his car 
and armed himself with a shotgun. Subsequently, three deputies fired their duty 
weapons at the Suspect. Two on duty deputies, four civilians, four civilian station 
warkers and four civilian contractors witnessed portions of this incident. 


investigators Perry and Matlock were assigned to interview the twelve civilian 
witnesses.

Several witnesses were working in the Temple Station secretaria/records area at the 
time of this incident. The secretariat/records area of Temple Stat on is located on the 
ground floor at the northwest portion of the building, within a secure area and accessed 
off several interior hallways which lead to the main entry door located at the east side. 
This office space is a large open rectangular room with large windows lining the north 
side which look out onto the north parking lot of Temple Station. 


These windows have vertical cloth blinds on the interior windows, which were open at 
the time of this incident. Additionally, on the outside of the windows, attached to the 
exterior of the building, were large vertical metal louvers for privacy and protection. 
These louvers covered the full extent of the glass windows and were divided іп half: 
east and west. Attached to the louvers was a control mechanism which allowed either 
the east and or west half of the louvers to be opened or closed. At the time of this 
incident, the east half of the metal touvers were closed while the west half of the metal 
louvers were open. 


Desks in the secretariat were arranged in pairs along the north wall. adjacent to the 
windows while still more desks were arranged in pairs along the south wall File 
cabinets, storage units and desks/work areas [ined the middle of this area. А partially 
enclosed copier room was located at the middie/west end of this room. Тһе sole fully 
enclosed office in this space was located at the southeast corner, south of the main 
entry door.

After hearing the "Shoot him" command, became concerned for his safety, 
turned around. and began to run towards the northern exterior wall of the station, near a 
planter.

handling investigators tasked Sergeant Morales and Detective Blagg with executing a 
search warrant on Lane's residence and recovering any pertinent evidence 


SEARCH OF SUSPECT'S APARTMENT 


Investigators learned Temple Sheriffs Station Detective Kirk Cardella 2 
authoring the search warrant for the suspect's residence. At approximately 1145 
hours, the Honorable Judge Roy Delgado of the El Monte Superior Court signed a 
search warrant authorizing a search of the suspect's apartment and vehicle. 


On March 20, 2017, at approximately 1215 hours, members of the Sheriff's Department

The apartment's living room was cluttered with 
workout equipment, fish tanks, boxes and furniture. Investigators also noted several 
kitchen cabinet handles were tied together with white plastic zip-ties.

The suspect 
was able to open the rear passengers door. ШЕШЕ said his attention was then 
diverted to other pursuing deputies and does not know in what manner the suspect got 
into the rear seat. 


MI aid he did not see the TASER being deployed. He surmised that the deputies 
did not have any opportunity to deploy the TASER because they did not have an 
"angle" to use it on the suspect before he entered the vehicle, Because the 
Trailblazers windows were tinted, 20 he could not see what the suspect was 
doing inside of the vehicle.

MY said he heard 
about ten gunshots fired, a brief pause and then heard a second volley of gunshots, 


The deputy that initially had the TASER was positioned on the passenger's side of the 
Trailbiazer and was firing his gun into the right rear passengers window. The other 
deputies were positioned on the driver's side of the vehicle. He said as the gunfire was 


occurring, other deputies were ushering he and the other construction workers into the 
station via the front doors. 


ШИ ed nothing further to add, and the interview was ended.

PRELIMINARY INFORMATION: 


On Мопдау, March 20, 2017, at approximately 0830 hours. Investigators Marc 
Boskovich and Donna Cheek were detailed to 8838 Las Tunas Drive, Temple City, to 
investigate the cireumstances surrounding the deputy involved shooting of an armed 
suspect. Investigators were advised they would be assisting the handling Homicide 


Detectives, Louie Aguilera, FM and Marc Boisvert, ЕЕЕ in the shooting 
investigation. | 


Investigators were briefed by Temple Station Deputy Jeremiah Song, BS 
assigned to Unit 51, Day shift, regarding the chain of events that cuiminated in the 


deputy involved shooting. 


Investigators Boskovich and Cheek were tasked with documenting and coilecting 
evidence in the parking lot of the Temple Sheriff Station where the shooting occurred. 
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Forensic Identification Specialists, Zaira Avalos, 2 na Mike Bayer, И 
from the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department, Latent Print Section, were assigned 
to assist in the documentation ofthe scene. Firearm experts, Anny Wu, A 
Steve Shiraisht, ш were also assigned to assıst in the documentation and 
collection of evidence. Any evidence referred to as a (Firearm Evidence Item) will be 
documented on a supplemental report by Firearm Expert Аппу Wu. 


SCENE: 


Investigators viewed the crime scene and observed the parking lot of Temple Sheriff 
Station had been cordoned off with yellow crime scene tape. Las Tunas Drive had 
been cordoned off with yellow crime scene tape between Muscatel Avenue to the west 
and Rosemead Boulevard to the east. Las Tunas Drive was an east/west street and 
had three lanes of travel in each direction separated by a painted or raised curb 
median, 


There was a sidewalk and curb parking on the north side of Las Tunas Drive. There 
were numerous business on the north side of Las Tunas Drive. The addresses of the 
businesses from west to east were: 8829, 8831, 8833, 8835, 8837, 8837 %, 8839, 
8841, and 8841 Y, There was one surveillance camera that appeared to face south 
toward the sheriff station at 8837 % Las Tunas Drive, "Montana Bail Bonds."

The patrol vehicles responded after 
the assistance request and were not present at the time of the Deputy Involved 
Shooting.

The 
shotgun was loaded with four double 00 buck shotgun shells in the magazine tube, four 
double 00 buck shotgun shells attached to the side rail, and a nylon sleeve containing 
six shotgun slugs. The area of the rifle rack designated for the AR-15 was empty. 
Deputy Song told Investigator Boskovich, he deployed the AR-15 rifle and secured the 
rifle and vest carrier inside the Chevy Tahoe assigned to Unit 505, after being 
reassigned to the command post. The trunk contained a large equipment bag, a gas 
mask, an ammo bag, and a file folder.

The 
shotgun was loaded with four double 00 buck shotgun shells in the magazine tube and 
no rounds in the side saddle. The area of the rifle rack designated for the AR-15 was 
empty. Inside the passenger compartment, there was a small ammo bag and a seat 
organizer containing a posse box and maps. The trunk contained a large equipment 
bag, an empty rifle case, and a file box. 


There was a sidewalk on the south side of Las Tunas Drive, however, the south curb 
was painted red with no parking signs posted. 


Temple Sheriff Station was located on the south side of Las Tunas Drive between the 
Eaton Wash located to the west side of the station and a large retail shopping center 
located to the east of the station. There were three separate driveways that led to 
different areas of the sheriff station, There was a private driveway on the west side of 
the station between the Eaton Wash and the public parking lot which continued south 
from Las Tunas Drive to a secured parking lot, south of the station. There was a 
private driveway on the east side of the station between a large retail center and a 
walkway leading to the public parking lot which continued south from Las Tunas Drive 
to a secured parking lot, south of the station. There was a public driveway which 
continued southwest from Las Tunas Drive to a public parking lot designated for visitors 
to Temple Sheriff Station located between the driveways that led to the secured parking 
lot on each side of the station There were two patrol vehicles, 5Н 1889 and SH6031, 
parked near the east driveway and two patro! vehicles, SD7064 and SH1843, parked 
near the driveway apron of the public parking lot. All four patrol vehicles responded 
after the assistance request and were not present at the time of the Deputy Involved 
Shooting.

The area of the rifle 
rack designated for the AR-15 was empty. There was a seat organizer attached to the

cones. There ware six aluminum ladder sections leaning against the left rear quarter 
panel. There was a red crate containing several nylon belts each containing twelve 
40mm rounds on the ground near the left rear quarter panel. There was a red crate 
containing two "Burn Safes" and five "Tomahawk" devices, each used to deploy gas, on 
the ground near the left rear quarter panel. There was one round metal canister 
containing live flashbang diversionary devices and one round metal canister containing 
gas devices on the ground near the left rear quarter panel. (The ladder sections, red 
crates, and round canisters were removed from ihe second ARV to rnake room for SEB 
personnel). 


Sheriff vehicle, SD7084, CA license #1313826, Ford Police Interceptor, black and white 
in color with light bar attached to the roof, and Sheriff emblems on the doors. 
unassigned but driven by Deputy Nelson, Y from the secured parking tot to the 
front in response to the assistance request. The vehicle was parked north of the 
driveway apron of the public parking lot facing southwesi. The passenger area of the 
vehícle contained a shotgun, Remington, Model 870, secured in the shotgun side of the 
rifle rack. The shotgun was unloaded and there was no ammunition in the magazine 
tube or side saddle, The area of the rifle rack designated for the AR-15 was empty. 
There were no personnel items in the trunk. 


Sheriff vehicle, SH1843, CA license #1304900, Ford Police Interceptor, black and white 
in color with light bar attached to the roof, and Sheriff emblems on the doors, assigned 
to Deputy Silva, MY parked across the driveway apron of the public parking lot, 
facing southeast. The passenger compartment contained a shotgun, Remington, 
Model 870, secured in the shotgun side of the rifle rack. The shotgun was loaded with 
four double 00 buck shotgun rounds in the magazine tube. There were two double 00 
buck shotgun rounds and two shotgun slugs in the side saddle. The area designated 
for the AR-15 in the rifle rack was empty. The trunk contained a large equipment bag, a 
helmet bag, an ammunition bag, an outer vest, and a document pouch. 


The public parking lot of the sheriff station was located between the south sidewalk of 
Las Tunas Drive and the north side of the Sheriff Station. The entrance to the parking 
lot was on the east side of the parking lot and sloped downward in a southwesterly 
direction. There were six marked parking stalls on the south side of the parking lot, 
designated for special vehicles, facing south The two eastern most stalls were 
designated as 'Handicap" parking and were both unoccupied. The next stall to the west 
was designated as "Exchange Zone" and was unoccupied. The next stall to the west 
was designated as “Exchange Zone” and there was a Toyota, Prius, 4-door, gray in 
color, CA license IE facing north, plugged into an electric vehicle charging 
station. The next two stalls to the west were designated as "Electric Vehicle" and were 
unoccupied. There was a cellphone tower and a radar tower in tne southwest corner of 
the parking lot surrounded by a chain link fence. 
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There were four marked parking stalls on the west side of the parking lot, facing west 
АП four stalls were unoccupied, There was a tall chain link fence with privacy slats 
between the parking stalls and west private driveway that lead to the secured parking 
lot. 


There were six marked parking stalls on the north side of the parking lot, facing north. 
There was a large cinder block wall between the parking stalls and the south sidewalk 
of Las Tunas Drive. The westernmost parking stall was occupied by a Ford, F250, 
Crew cab truck, gray in color. CA license EHE Сто south. The next stall to the 
east was unoccupied. The next stall to the east was occupied by the suspect's vehicle, 
Chevrolet, Trailblazer, SUV, 4-door, blue in color, CA license am (Evidence 
Held Item #49) facing south. The next stall to the east was unoccupied. The next stall 
to the east was occupied by a Honda, Accord, 4-door, white in color, CA license 

facing north. The next stall to the east was unoccupied, The next stall to 
the east was occupied by a Volkswagen, Jetta, 4-door, white in color, СА license 


ЕЕЕ facing north. 


There was а Sheriff "ARV" located in the middle of the parking lot, southwest of the 
suspect's vehicle, facing northwest (Photo Evidence ltem А) There was a second 
Sheriff "ARV" located in the middle of the parking lot, south of the suspect's vehicle, 
facing west (Photo Evidence Item В). 


Sections of Temple Sheriff Station bordered the east and south sides of the public 
parking lot. The front door to the lobby of the station was located in the southeast 
corner of the parking 101. North of the front door, there was a portion of the station that 
bordered the east side of the parking lot, The side of the building was white painted 
brick with green trim. There was a walkway from the front lobby door to Las Tunas 
Drive, between the station and the east side of the parking lot. West of the lobby door 
extending from the north side of the building to the south side of the parking lot, there 
was a large cinder block wall. The words "Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department 
Temple Sheriff Station" and the Sheriffs Department badge were attached to the east 
side of the watl, facing east. On the south side of the parking lot, there was a portion of 
the station which was occupied by the secretariat, between the front door and extended 
west. The side of the building was white painted brick with green trim and nine window 
sections.

Also noted were four fired cartridge 
cases (Evidence Held Items #43-46) in the dirt planter box south of the parking lot, 
west of the cinder block wall. 
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There was a black cowboy hat (Evidence Held Item #9), located on the concrete of the 
parking lot, near the right front quarter panel of the Toyota Prius and a black leather 
notebook (Evidence Held Item #24) located on the curb between the west parking 
stalls and the chain link fence. 


There were nineteen fired cartridge cases (Evidence Held Items #10-23, 26-30), and 
one bullet fragment (Evidence Held Item #25) located on the concrete of the parking 
lot, southwest of the suspect's vehicle. 


Investigators noted an unloaded magazine (Evidence Held Item #31), on the concrete 
of the parking lot, near the left front quarter panel of the Ford, F250, truck. 


Investigators noted a shotgun (Evidence Held Item #33) on the concrete in the parking 
stall between the Ford, F250, truck and the suspect's Chevrolet, Trailblazer, SUV. 
There was an expended nine pellet buckshot cartridge case in the chamber and one 
live nine pellet buckshot shotgun round in the magazine tube. (The shotgun was 
removed from Suspect Lane's hands by SEB personnel and placed on the concrete). 


Investigators noted five bullet fragments (Evidence Held Items #32, 34-37), on the 
concrete in the parking lot, west of the suspect's vehicle. There were bullet fragments 
(Evidence Held Нет #38), at the base of the front passenger door frame of the 
suspects vehicle. There was a bullet fragment (Evidence Held Item #39), on the 
concrete of the parking lot, west of the right rear passenger door of the suspect's 
vehicle. There was a bullet fragment (Evidence Held Item £40), on the concrete of the 
parking lot, west of the right front tire of the suspect's vehicle. There was a bullet 
fragment (Evidence Held [tem #42), on the concrete of the parking lot, west of the right 
rear quarter panel of the suspect's vehicle. 


Investigators noted an expended flashbang diversionary device (Evidence Held Item 
#41), on the hood of the suspect's vehicle. 


Investigators saw two black backpacks and a green suitcase on the concrete of the 
parking lot west of the passenger side of the suspect's vehicle. Investigators were told 
detectives from Arson Explosives Detail removed one black backpack from the front 
passenger seat, one green suitcase from the right middle passenger seat, and one 
black “SwissGear” backpack from the right rear seat of the rear row of the suspects 
vehicle and searched for possible explosives based on some of the items observed 
inside the vehicle. 
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Investigator Cheek searched the black backpack previously removed from the front 
passenger seat and located notebooks/paperwork, a magazine for an airsoft pellet gun, 
an Apple laptop computer, an Apple minimac hard drive, a green canvas bag containing 
recordable compact discs, and several thumbdrives (Evidence Held Item #47). 


Investigator Boskovich searched the green suitcase previously removed from the right 
middle passenger seat and located metal knuckles (Evidence Held Item #48) 


Investigator Boskovich searched the black "SwissGear" backpack previously removed 
from the right rear passenger seat and located a business card and a notebook from 
the front lower pouch, two cameras from the middle pocket, and a tactical fixed blade 
knife with a nylon sheath from the left side pocket (Evidence Held Item #48). 


Investigator Cheek searched the front area of the suspect's vehicle and located a 
badge holder, (2) California Driver Licenses in the name of Andrew Lane, (3) Tactical 
response team ID cards, and a set of metal knuckles (Evidence Held Item #63) from 
inside a small black bag on tha front passenger seat. Investigator Cheek also located 
two cellphones (Evidence Held Items #64-85) from inside the same black bag. 


Investigators noted the suspects vehicle had the following damage and was 
documented by Firearm experts Anny Wu and Steve Shiraishi. There was a bullet 
impact to the driver's side windshield wiper arm (Firearm Evidence Item AW-A). 
There were three bullet holes in the windshield (Firearm Evidence Items AW-B, С, D). 
There was a bullet entry on the exterior plastic housing of the driver's side mirror 
(Firearm Evidence Item AW-E). There was a bullet hole in the middle of the driver's 
door (Firearm Evidence Item AW-F). There was bullet hole in the middle of window of 
the driver's door that continued and impacted the side of the driver's door (Firearm 
Evidence items AW-G, (31). There was a bullet impact above the window of the left 
rear passenger door (Firearm Evidence Item AW-H). The left rear passenger window 
was shattered (Firearm Evidence Нет AW-I). There were two bullet holes above the 
handle of the front passenger door (Firearm Evidence items AW-J, K), There were 
two bullet holes below the handie of the front passenger door (Firearm Evidence 
Items AW-L, M). There were two bullet holes below the plastic trim molding of the front 
passenger door (Firearm Evidence Items AW-N, O). There was one bullet hole below 
the window of the right rear passenger door (Firearm Evidence Item AW-P). There 
was one bullet hole in the lower window frame of the right rear passenger door 
(Firearm Evidence Item AW-Q). There were six bullet holes above the plastic trim of 
the right rear passenger door (Firearm Evidence Items AW-R, S, T, U, V, W). There 
were three bullet holes below the plastic trim of the right rear passenger door (Firearm 
Evidence Items AW-X, Y, 2). There was one bullet impact on the lower window frame 
of the right rear window of the cargo area (Firearm Evidence Item AW-AA)

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suspect Lane was lying in a supine position in the middle row of his vehicle, His head 
was facing east against the left rear passenger door and his feet were pointing to the 
west against the right rear passenger door. Suspect Lane's legs were open and bent at 
the knees. Suspect Lane was wearing a white t-shirt, black zippered sweatshirt, and 
blue denim jeans. There was a large bloodstain in the crotch area Suspect Lane's 
jeans. There was a pair of black goggles, upside down, around Suspect Lane's neck. 
Suspect Lane had a large hole underneath his chin and major trauma to the top of his 
head. There was an expended 40mm rubber baton (Evidence Held item 850) on his 
stomach. 


Coroner Investigator Jerry McKibben, НЕЙ responded to the location and began to 
process Suspect Lane's remains. Coroner Investigator McKibben removed an external 
hard drive (Evidence Held Item #66) from the right rear pants pocket of Suspect Lane, 
a wallet (Evidence Held Item #67) from the left rear pants pocket of Suspect Lane, and 
a small folding knife (Evidence Held Item 868) clipped to the right front pants pocket of 
Suspect Lane. The above items were released to Investigator Boskovich and later 
booked into evidence at Homicide Bureau. 


After Suspect Lane was removed from the vehicle and placed on a gurney, Firearm 
Expert Wu located a bullet fragment (Evidence Held [tem #51) on the concrete west of 
the suspect's vehicle.

passenger seat of the suspect's vehicle, a bullet fragment (Evidence Held Item #57) 
on the driver's floorboard of the suspect's vehicle, a bullet fragment (Evidence Held 
Item #58) on the driver's floorboard under the driver's seat, and a gas pellet handgun 
(Evidence Held Item #59) under the driver's seat. 


Detective Boisvert collected Deputies Botten, Inthavong, and Vance's duty weapons 
(Evidence Held Items #60-62} and released them to Firearm Expert Wu for 
examination.

On March 20, 2017 a field investigation was conducted at Temple City Sheriff's Station located at 8838 
East Las Tunas Drive, Temple City. Detectives Aguilera and Bosivert requested assistance with the 
documentation and recovery of firearms-related evidence at the scene of a deputy-involved shooting. 


Observations and Scene Examination 


The area examined consisted primarily of the parking lot north of the Temple City Sheriffs Station. The 
main entrance to the station is located at the southeast corner of the parking lot. A blue Chevrolet 
TrailBlazer, CA license Mas parked along the north wall of the parking lot, facing south. One 
male decedent was observed lying across the second row seats inside this vehicle, and a shotgun was 
observed on the ground, just west of the TrailBlazer Two Sheriffs armored vehicles were observed 
south of the TrailBlazer. The first armored vehicle (SX1719}, CA exempt 1503857, was facing 
northwest. To the rear of this vehicle was the second armored vehicle (SX1720), CA exempt 1503858, 
which was facing a general west direction Numerous fired ammunition components were observed on 
the ground around these vehicles. 


Several bullet holes were observed in the windshield and in the left and right sides of the TrailBlazer.

According to Detective Cheek, the decadent is а 47-year-old white male who Is a registered sex 
offender. As а sex registrant, he Is required to keep the local law enforcemen! agency aware of 
his home address. On 03/20/2017 at approximately 0715 hours, the decedent went into the 
Sheriff's Temple Station to update his registration information. While updating the decedent's 
information, the sheriffs employee observed that the decedent had an outstanding warrant for his 
arrest issued by Los Angeles Police Department. The employee went into the back of the station 
and got some deputies to assist In arresting the decedent for the outstanding warrant. When the 
decedent observed the deputies approaching from the rear of the stalion, he fled out the lobby 
door and in to the parking lot, The decedent went to his parked vehicle and armed himself with a 
12 gauge shotgun. The deputies that were heading towards the lobby followed the decedent aul 
into the parking lot. They observed the decedent with the shotgun and ordered him to put down 
the weapon.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the March 20, 2017, fatal shooting of Andrew Lane by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputies Nathan Botten, Brian Vance, and Scott 
Inthavong. We find that the deputies acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of this shooting on March 20, 2017, at 


8:56 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team responded to the scene and was given a briefing 
and walk-through by LASD Lieutenant Joe Mendoza. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the LASD Нотісіде Bureau, submitted 
to this office by Detectives Marc Boisvert and Louie Aguilera. The reports include photographs, 
coroner records, radio transmissions, and audio-recorded interviews of witnesses and the 
deputies. 

FACTUAL ANALYSIS 

Introduction 

On March 20, 2017, at approximately 7:25 a.m., Andrew Lane drove his blue SUV into the 
parking lot of the LASD station in Temple City, backed into a parking space, and parked, 


apparently for the purpose of going into the station to re-register as a sex offender.' 


An aerial photograph of Lane's vehicle and the Sheriff's station is shown below:

Lane went inside and spoke with Deputy Brian Vance, who was the sex registrant deputy on duty 
that day. Vance recognized Lane from prior contacts. Vance asked Lane for his identification 
and registration documents. Lane complied. Vance conducted a record check and confirmed 
that Lane had an outstanding felony warrant.” Vance called for the assistance of other deputies 
to arrest Lane. Vance informed the deputies that Lane possessed "SWAT" identifications and 
could be armed.? 


Vance, Sergeant James Long, and Deputies Henry Shue, Scott Inthavong, and Nathan Botten, 
walked into the lobby to arrest Lane. In the meantime, Lane had exited the lobby and was 
standing outside the front door of the building, leaning against a wall. 


Lane saw the deputies approaching and asked what they were doing. When Inthavong told Lane 
to turn around and put his hands behind his back, Lane ran toward his vehicle parked nearby, and 
the deputies chased him. 


Lane entered his vehicle on the passenger side and reached for something in the backseat. 
Inthavong took a position directly adjacent to the rear passenger door in order to see what Lane 
was doing. At the same time, Botten approached the driver's side door and opened it. He 
positioned himself between the driver's side door and the driver's seat. Long positioned himself 
directly behind Botten. 


The deputies ordered Lane to show his hands, but Lane did not comply. As Lane produced a 
shotgun, Inthavong yelled, *He's reaching for something!" Long yelled, “Shoot! Shoot!

3 Lane was not a law enforcement officer. He claimed he was a security officer authorized to have the SWAT 
identification, 
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Shoot!” Inthavong, Botten, and Vance fired their service weapons at Lane and took cover. Lane 
was struck by the gunfire. 


A shotgun blast was then heard coming from inside Lane’s vehicle. 


The deputies contained Lane’s vehicle and LASD Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) personnel 
arrived, approached Lane’s vehicle, and saw him in the backseat with a shotgun on his chest. A 
deputy fired two less-lethal rubber tipped rounds at Lane, but he did not respond. SEB medical 
personnel entered the vehicle and saw that Lane had a single shotgun entry wound under his 
chin, and a large exit wound to the top of his head. It appeared that he had a self-inflicted 
shotgun wound to the head. 


Deputies removed Lane’s shotgun from the vehicle and placed it on the ground nearby. It is 
shown in the photograph below:

Statement of Deputy Brian Vance 


Vance was assigned to the Temple Station Patrol and was also designated as the sex registrant 
deputy for that day. Vance went into the lobby and immediately recognized Lane from prior 
contacts. Vance was aware that the Los Angeles Police Department had issued a warrant for 
Lane 
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Vance contacted Lane and asked for his identification and registration receipt. Lane complied 
and retrieved his wallet from his back pocket and placed it on the counter. While the wallet was 
on the counter, Vance saw two identification cards in the name of “Andrew Lane” that contained 
"SWAT" markings. When questioned about these identification cards, Lane stated that he was а 
security officer and was authorized to carry them. After Vance finished speaking to Lane, he 
confirmed that Lane had an outstanding felony warrant. Vance contacted other deputies who 
were attending their morning briefing. He informed the deputies regarding Lane's status as a sex 
offender and the outstanding felony warrant. Vance also advised the deputies about Lane's 
“SWAT” identifications and advised them that Lane could possibly be armed. 


Vance, accompanied by Botten, Shue, Inthavong, and Sergeant Long, walked toward the front 
counter to contact Lane. Lane was standing outside of the front door. When Lane saw the 
uniformed deputies approach, he took off his cowboy hat and ran toward a blue SUV parked in 
the station's front parking lot. Vance remained by the front door and saw Lane running toward 
the passenger side of the vehicle and saw Inthavong running after Lane. Vance heard Inthavong 
shout, *He's reaching for something!" Vance also heard Long yell, “Shoot! Shoot!" Inthavong 
and Botten fired their service weapons at Lane. Vance drew his service weapon and took cover 
behind a tree as Long and Botten took cover behind a vehicle parked next to Lane's vehicle. 
Shue took cover behind a wall. Vance heard a gunshot and saw glass and debris shatter from the 
driver's side of the SUV. He believed that Lane was shooting at the deputies. Vance fired three 
to four rounds at Lane to prevent him from firing any more rounds at the deputies who were 
taking cover near the driver's side of Lane's SUV. 


Statement of Deputy Scott Inthavong 


Inthavong was in the station briefing room when Vance notified him that there was a suspect in 
the lobby with an outstanding felony warrant. Inthavong, Shue, Botten, and Sergeant Long 
walked to the front lobby to arrest Lane. Vance provided a description of the suspect and warned 
them that Lane might possibly be armed. The deputies walked into the front lobby and saw Lane 
standing outside the entrance door. 


Inthavong approached Lane, who began backing up while asking why the deputies were 
approaching him. Lane ran toward a blue SUV that was backed into a parking space in the 
parking lot. Inthavong gave chase. As Lane ran, he took off his cowboy hat and threw it at 
Inthavong. Lane ran to the passenger side rear door and entered the vehicle. 


Inthavong drew his service weapon and ordered Lane, “Show me your hands!” Inthavong 
advised the other deputies that he saw Lane reaching for something. Inthavong heard one of the 
other deputies say, “Сип!” and then Long yelled, “Shoot! Shoot! Shoot!" Inthavong fired at 
Lane and backed up to get cover. He then heard a single rifle shot come from the inside of 
Lane's vehicle. 


Statement of Deputy Nathan Botten 


Botten was in the watch sergeant's office when he heard Inthavong speaking with Vance about a 
suspect with a felony warrant. Inthavong explained that Lane was possibly armed due to the 
*SWAT" identifications in Lane's wallet. Botten and the other deputies walked into the lobby to 
arrest Lane. 
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Lane was standing outside leaning against the front entrance wall. When Lane saw the deputies 
approach, he asked, "What's going on?" Inthavong ordered Lane to turn around and place his 
hands behind his back. Lane stepped back, ran toward a blue SUV in the parking lot, and threw 
his hat at Inthavong. 


Lane entered the back seat of the vehicle. Botten approached the driver's side door of the 
vehicle and opened the door, positioning himself between the door and the driver's seat. 
Inthavong and Long approached the passenger side of the vehicle. 


Botten drew his service weapon and ordered Lane to show his hands as Lane reached for 
something in the backseat. He saw Lane retrieve what appeared to be a rifle or a shotgun. 
Inthavong yelled, “He”s reaching for something!" Botten heard gunshots coming from the 
passenger side of the vehicle. He shut the driver's side door and backed away. Through the 
front windshield, Botten viewed the barrel of a long gun moving back and forth between the 
front driver and passenger seat and he saw Lane looking toward him. Lane lifted the gun and 
Botten believed Lane was going to use it against the deputies. Botten fired three rounds at Lane 
through the windshield. 


After Botten fired, Lane was still manipulating the firearm. Botten fired three more rounds at 
Lane. 


Botten and Long moved away from Lane's vehicle and took cover behind an adjacent vehicle, 
and he saw Lane fire out the driver's side rear window.’ Botten felt glass hit him in the face and 
a bullet go by him, and believed Lane was shooting at him. 


Statement of Sergeant James Long 


Long was assigned as a supervisor when Vance informed him and other deputies that he needed 
assistance with a man in the lobby who had an outstanding felony warrant. Vance also advised 
that Lane might be armed. Long, Botten, Shue and Vance walked into the lobby. They saw 

e standing outside the station, leaning against a wall. 


Lane began running toward the parking lot and approached the rear passenger door of a vehicle. 
Long approached the vehicle with Botten and saw Lane reaching into the vehicle for something. 
Long heard Inthavong scream, followed by a large volley of gunshots. Through the driver's 
door, Long could see Lane moving and saw the barrel of a long gun in Lane's hands. Long 
ordered Botten to shoot. Botten fired several rounds. Long, Botten, and Shue then took cover 
behind an adjacent vehicle. Long saw glass shattering around the vehicle he was next to and 
believed that the window was blown out by a shotgun round fired by Lane. Long believed that 
Vance possibly fired back. 


* Based on the examination of the evidence, it is likely that this shattering of the glass was the byproduct of Lane's 
self-inflicted shotgun wound.

Statement of Deputy Henry Shue 


While Shue was in the briefing room, Vance notified him of a sex registrant in the lobby with an 
outstanding felony warrant. Shue, Vance, Inthavong, and Sergeant Long walked to the front 
lobby to arrest the suspect. Lane was standing by the exit door of the station. Lane ran toward 
the parking lot. Lane took off his cowboy hat and threw it at Inthavong as he ran. Lane ran 
toward a blue SUV and entered the vehicle through the rear passenger door. Shue heard one of 
the deputies yell, “Shoot! Shoot! Shoot!” Shue was positioned behind Long and Botten on the 
east side of the parking ісі. Inthavong fired. Shue took cover behind a small concrete block wall 
on the sidewalk area in front of the station. He did not fire because Botten and Long were in his 
direct line of fire. Shue saw Vance firing at the SUV from behind a tree in front of the station as 
he requested assistance on his handheld radio. 


Statement of Deputy Andrew Toone 


Toone and other SEB personnel responded to a call of an "active shooter" at the Temple Station. 
They were informed that the suspect had armed himself and was barricaded in the backseat of a 
blue SUV in the parking lot. The deputies at the scene were unsure if the suspect was hit by their 
gunfire and informed SEB that the suspect remained lying in the backseat with a long gun and he 
was not moving. 


SEB drove an armored rescue vehicle into the parking stall directly next to the passenger side of 
the suspect's vehicle. The back-passenger door window had been shattered and the deputies 
could clearly see Lane lying across the back seat, on his back, with one foot resting on the rear 
passenger door window sill. The deputies could not get a clear view of Lane's head because it 
was under clothing and what appeared to be a police tactical vest labeled "SWAT" on one side. 
Resting on Lane's torso was a shotgun with the barrel pointed at his chin. Lane remained 
motionless. 


Toone threw a sound diversionary device on the hdod of Lane's vehicle. Lane remained still. 
Behind a ballistic shield, Toone led the team toward the vehicle. At approximately ten feet 
away, Toone could see Lane's foot, mid-section and chest area and could clearly ses the shotgun 
in Lane's hands, pointed at his chin. However, they could not determine from their vantage 
point whether Lane was shot or deceased. 


Another deputy fired nonlethal rounds at Lane's abdomen, but Lane did not move. As the team 
moved closer, another deputy reached inside the vehicle and grabbed Lane's shotgun and placed 
it safely on the ground.’ SEB medical personnel entered the vehicle and saw that Lane had а 
large hole under his chin in the вате area that the shotgun barrel was pointed, and he had a large 
head wound. They declared Lane deceased. 


Statement of ШЕН 


ШЕ married Lane in 2011, and they divorced іп 2015. Before the shooting, Бау a 
shotgun at Lane’s house. Lane possessed bulletproof vests because of his previous job working 
as a security officer. Lane had a history of methamphetamine use. On the day ofthe shooting, 


3 Investigators also located a white bulletproof vest on the left passenger seat in the rear row. 
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Lane called га told her that if she did not hear from him by 9:00 a.m., “something had 
gone wrong.” Lane said that Deputy Vance had contacted him and told him to come to the 
station to retake his photograph. Lane was suspicious, and deduced that he was wanted by the 
police for something. 


Statement of en. 


He said Lane had a negative experience in prison and was 
adamant about not going back. Lane was also distrustful and fearful of law enforcement officers 
and he was stressed every time he had to go to the police station to register as a sex offender. 
Lane never attempted suicide in the past, but spoke about being suicida! while in prison. 


Statement of ЕЕЕ 


was at the Sheriff's station and saw the deputies approach Lane. He heard the 
deputies yell, "Get on the floor! Get on the floor! Let me see your hands!" and then he heard 
gunshots. 


Statement of ЕЕ 


NER was at the Sheriff's station and saw the deputies approach Lane and say to him, 
“You’re under arrest.” He then heard gunshots. 


Statement of ЕН 


QE in the Temple Station’s parking lot and saw the deputies pursuing a fleeing Lane. 
He heard the deputies yell, “Stop! Stop! Get on the ground! Get on the ground!” At the same 
time, BY also believed that he heard a deputy say, “Tase him!” en witnessed 
Lane run to a blue SUV and “jump” into the backseat. At this time, he heard additional 
commands directed at Lane from the deputies stating, “Let me see your hands! Let me see your 
hands!” BW then evacuated the parking lot and began to hear gunshots. As he hid behind 
bushes toward the north wall of the statio: ‘ witnessed a deputy firing at Lane. The 
deputy took cover behind a vehicle located next to the SUV and reloaded his handgun.

He is unsure if the gunshots preceded or were 
simultaneous with the yelling. 


Firearms Evidence 


Lane was armed with a J, Stevens Arms pump action 12 gauge shotgun. When recovered it 
contained one unfired shotshell in the chamber and one fired shotshell partially extracted from 
the chamber. The safety was in the “fire” position. One expended shot cup was located in the 
armrest of Lane's vehicle. 


Botten, Vance, and Inthavong were armed with 9mm semiautomatic pistols. There were 29 
9mm expended cartridge casings located at the scene. Based on an examination of the deputies' 
firearms and the number of expended cartridge casings at the scene, Botten fired six times, 
Vance fired four times, and Inthavong fired 19 times. 


Autopsy 


Deputy uch Examiner Ajay Panchal, M.D. performed a postmortem examination of Lane’s 
remains and determined that Lane was either shot or grazed in six logations. He had a fatal 
shotgun wound to the head that entered under the chin and exited through the top of the head. 
There was a second fatal gunshot wound to the back of the right leg. Lane had sub-lethal 
gunshot wounds to the right leg, a graze wound to the right chest, a superficial gunshot laceration 
to the left leg, and a gunshot wound abrasion on the right foot. 


Lane’s cause of death was determined to be a shotgun wound to the head, after he had blood loss 
from gunshot wounds to the lower extremities. 


A toxicology analysis was performed and showed that Lane had 12000 ng/ml of 
methamphetamine in his bloodstream at the time of his death, which is approximately 600 times 
the peak therapeutic range for that drug. This is also approximately twelve times the lethal dose 
of methamphetamine, in the average user. 


$ A lethal dose of methamphetarnine varies depending on characteristics of the drug and Ше user and cannot be 
determined with certainty. Each person has a different sensitivity to a specific amount of methamphetamine due to 
personal tolerance levels, means of ingestion, and other variables. In this way, toxic levels are different for each 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 
The Law 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another ifthat 
person reasonably believes that he or others are in imminent danger of great bodily injury or death. 
Penal Code $ 197; People у. Randle (2005) 35 Са1.4% 987, 994 (overruled on another ground in 
People у. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4" 1172, 1201); People v. Humphrey (1996) 13 Cal.4' 1073, 1082; 
see also, CALCRIM 505. The test of whether the officer’s actions were objectively reasonable is 
“highly deferential to the police officer’s need to protect himself and others.” Munoz v. City of 
Union City (2004) 120 Cal.App.4* 1077, 1102. In sum, the United States Supreme Court has long 
held that, “The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of 
a reasonable officer on the scene, rather than the 20/20 vision of hindsight...The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that the police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments - - in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving - - about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.” Graham v. Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


Analysis 


Lane, who had the presence of methamphetamine in his bloodstream at the time of his death, and 
suspected that he was wanted by the police, armed himself with a shotgun, told his ex-wife that 
he was going to the police station and something could go “wrong,” and drove to the Sheriff's 
station to re-register as a sex offender. 


He arrived and backed his vehicle into a parking space in a "getaway" position near the entrance 
of the police station, and waited outside the lobby area after identifying himself to deputies, 
indicating by his behavior that he was ready to flee if challenged. Lane's possession of a loaded 
shotgun and bulletproof vest suggests that Lane was prepared to use deadly force against the 
depüties to effectuate his escape if they attempted to arrest him, and/or he was prepared to 
commit “suicide by cop" by provoking the deputies into shaoting him if he was cornered. 


When the deputies attempted to arrest Lane, he ran away, entered his vehicle, drew a loaded 
shotgun, raised it in the direction of the deputies, and appeared to be manipulating it. Based on 
those circumstances, the deputies reasonably believed that Lane was going to shoot them, and he 
presented a deadly threat. As such, the deputies were justified in shooting at Lane, in lawful self- 
defense and defense of others. 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that when his escape became impossible, 
Lane committed suicide by shooting himself in the head with a shotgun.

CONCLUSION 


Based оп a review of the evidence in this case, the deputies acted reasonably and іп lawful self- 
defense and defense of others by shooting Lane when he pointed a loaded shotgun at them. 
Therefore, we are closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
